essentials for a healthful diet. 
Vegetables and fruits in the pro­ 
per quantity and variety furnish im 
port ant substances which are sure to 
be lacking in a diet which contains 
largely meats, bread, sweep, and fat. 
People keep in better health when 
the diet contains an abundance of 
vegetables, fruit and milk. 
Locate the garden near the bouse, 
if possible. 
Choose-a plaee that has 
enough slope to lie well drained. 
Any type of soil can In* used for a 
garden if properly fertilized, but a 
sandy 
loam 
is 
preferable. 
.Sandy 
loam soils are more easily worktni, 
warm up quicker in the spring, re­ 
spond 
more

fertilizers. 
The heavier clay and black land soil 
types are more fertile, hut crops are
